Written Specimens ~ 
Of Deaf Children 


An analysis of 16,000 specimens 
of written composition from 800 
deaf children was compiled by Dr. 
W. H. Thompson and published 
in the March fssue of American 
Annals of the Deaf, 

It was found that children who 
lost their hearing after the age 
of five. made: fewer errors than 
those in the.other groups. 

The partially deaf usually make 
more errors than the totally deaf. 
Thia suggests that the totally deaf 
rely more upon pure. mechanics 
and that the partially deaf are 
“corrupted” by hearing speech. 

On. the basis of these results 
it was concluded that it was more 
important for the teacher to spend 


time and effort on the right use]. 


of. words rather than on the treat- 
ment of structural: grammar,
